Foreign  Language

Foreign  language  becomes  more  important  each  year  as  the  world  becomes 
smaller  due  to  improvements  in  the  transportation.  Eastwood  offers  French, 
Latin,  and  Spanish  to  its  students.  This  year  for  the  first  time,  French  and  Spanish 
are  being  offered  to  the  seventh  grade  students.  Since  Latin  is  offered  in  the 
eighth  grade,  it  is  possible  for  many  students  to  get  five  years  of  language  during 
their  high  school  career. 


Physical  Education

Home  Economics  .  .  .  Industrial  Arts 


Girls  at  Eastwood  have  an  opportunity  to  work  in  a  cheerful,  well -equipped 
home  economics  laboratory.  The  girls  are  given  training  in  sewing,  cooking,  menu 
planning,  good  grooming  and  many  other  things.  Certainly  the  information  gained 
in  home  economics  will  be  some  that  is  most  often  used  in  the  future  by  the  girls. 

In  the  industrial  arts  rooms  boys  have  the  opportunity  to  learn  to  work  with 
their  hands.  Plans  are  first  produced  on  paper  and  then  converted  to  useful  ob- 
jects in  the  metal  or  woodworking  shop.
